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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: "12 (see page 5, line 
5), 40, 50, 52 (see page 6, line 24), 80 (see page 8, line 3), 18 (see page 5, line 28)". A proposed 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1, 9, 14, 19, 22-25 and 27 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

- claims 1 and 19, page 16 and 20, line 28 and 16 respectively, "the and" should 
be deleted. 

- claims 9 and 27, page 18 and 21, line 2, "nad" should be changed to -and-. 

- claim 14, page 18, line 2, "identical" should be changed to —identical 

- claims 22, 23, 24 and 25, page 21, line 1, "claim 18" should be changed to - 
claim 19—. 

- claim 29, page 22, line 1, "retreiving" should be changed to -retrieving -. 
Appropriate correction is required. Claims 2-8, 10-13,15-18, 20-22, 26, 28 and 30-37 are 

objected to by virtue of their dependence on claims 1,19 and 29 respectively. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-37 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the objection, set 
forth in this Office action. 

Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure and consists of six patents. 

Wildhaber (Patent Number 3,236,186) discloses a positive displacement unit. 

Wildhaber (Patent Number 3,856,440) discloses a rotor pair for positive fluid 
displacement. 

Arnold (Patent Number 5,513,969) discloses a rotary piston machine having engaging 
cycloidal gears. 

Johnson (Patent Number 5,704,767) discloses an integral pump and flow meter device. 
Werner (Publication Number DT 3,221 ,994) discloses a rotary piston machine 
Roseborough (Publication Number CA 2,069,607) discloses a spherical rotary pump 

capable of acting in reverse as motor -uses tow rotors within spherical housing to move working 

fluid near positive displacement.
